AGNOS: AB 1302 NEEDS HELP 

Assembly Unit OK’s Gay Bill 

AGNOS MOVES AB 1302 OUT OF COMMITTEE 

SACRAMENTO - Assemblyman Art Agnos (Dem - 
SF), sponsor of AB 1302 which would protect Gay 
people against discrimination in employment, saw 
nis measure approved by the Labor. Employment and 
Consumer Affairs Committee late last week. 

The bill was approved by a 7-to-2 vote after a 
long hearing, which the chairman said had turned 
into "a legislative Gong Show." 

Assemblyman Bill Lockyer (Dem - San Leandro) 
made the remark after an opponent of the bill said 
facetiously his sexual preference was for an "adult 
male crocodile." 

Agnos said the measure would give homosexuals 
"the right to make a living in peace. 

Several Gay men, including a teacher, a lawyer, 
and a warehouse worker, testified in favor of the 
measure. Each listed his name but declined to name 
his employer. 

The measure would also prohibit discrimination 
against workers who refuse to grant sexual favors to 
their boss, a customer or fellow employee. 

Agnos said the section would dissuade "persons 
in power from using sex as a weapon." 

The most controversial section of the bill would 
outlaw employment discrimination based on the 
"existence or manifestation of asexuality or of a 
sexual preference." 

Agnos put over for a later hearing a second, 
more far-reaching bill that would make it unlawful 
to discriminate in employment against homosexuals.

Said one opponent at a 
committee hearing on AB 
1302, the bill "puts soci¬ 
ety's stamp of approval on 
homosexual acts' and dis¬ 
courages homosexuals 
from changing their lives. 

Freshman Assemblyman 
Agnos (who defeated local 
Gay activist Harvey Milk 
last June in the Demo¬ 
cratic Primary and won 
easily in November) has 
been fulfilling his cam¬ 
paign promise to advance 
Gay rights. He now feels 
the Gay community has to 
back up his efforts with 
letters and phone calls to 
State legislators. 

"The major objection 
that must be countered 
(thanks to Bryant) is that 
Gays are bad role models 
and molest children," said 
Agnos. 

Agnos' strategy is to 
allow AB 1130 to draw off 
fire while he concentrates 
on AB 1302 (for brief 
explanation, see box). 

AB 1302 on May 18 was 
approved by the Assembly 
Labor, Employment and 
Consumer Affairs Com¬ 
mittee on a 7-2 vote. The 
Agnos-authorized bill now 
goes to the more conserv¬ 
ative Assembly Ways and 
Means Committee who 
will decide on the cost 
implications, if any, in 
late June.

AB 1302 

AB 1302 (the measure to be more strenuously 
pushed this session) expands the definition of sex in 
the existing code, giving it contemporary under¬ 
standing, a broader base. 

At present it is illegal to discriminate m 
employment because of one's sex. AB 1302 will 
attempt to be more specific. It will be illegal to 
discriminate because of gender (physiological char¬ 
acteristics). Secondly, illegal to discriminate if an 
employee refuses to grant sexual favors (i.e. denied 

E romotion or fired). Thirdly, illegal to discriminate 
ecause of sexual preference, or even asexuality. 

AB 1302 addresses itself to women's rights as 
well as Gay rights and will receive wider support.

MIAMI - Scores of Gay 
activists from every sec¬ 
tion of the country are 
arriving in Miami to assist 
the Dade County Coali¬ 
tion in the final days of 
its campaign.

crusade. They argue that 
homosexuals recruit child¬ 
ren because they cannot 
reproduce themselves and 
that up-front Gay teach¬ 
ers become "role models." 
The full-page newspaper 
ads from the Bryant 
forces state, "This re¬ 
cruitment of our children 
is absolutely necessary for 
the survival and growth of 
homosexuality - tor since 
homosexuals cannot re¬ 
produce, they must re¬ 
cruit, must freshen their 
ranks." 

Many Gay "personali¬ 
ties" are participating, in¬ 
cluding entertainer Rod 
McKuen, who Bryant has

Lately she 
claimed that "the reason 
homosexuals are called 
'fruits' is because God 
says in the Bible that men 
are trees, and new life is 
the fruit of the womb. 
You are forbidden to eat 
new life - the sperm." 
Johnny Carson, NBC-TV 
talk host, has cast Bryant 
in the role of a person to 
be ridiculed. One night he 
announced, "I feel so gay. 
I hope Anita isn't watch¬ 
ing.' And a few nights 
later he said, "Anita says 
that she knows why Miami 
has had a power failure. 
Too much AC-DC."

SHOW BIZ UNION TO REFUSE SERVICES 

According to Hollywood wag Marilyn Beck, 
Anita Bryant *will have a hard time putting together 
a show in New Orleans next month." 

The homophobic singer, contracted to appear 
June 17 and 18 in the New Orleans Summer Concert 
Series, has run afoul of the American Federation of 
Television and Radio Artists (AFTRA). 

In protest of her outspoken stand on discrimina¬ 
tion the New Orleans chapter of AFTRA passed a 
motion asking its members to deny their services 
and talents to Bryant. The vote was unanimous. 

Objections to Bryant's appearance were origi¬ 
nally raised by the New Orleans Human Equal Rights 
for Everyone - an organization of businessmen, 
church and civic leaders. 

Writes Beck, "If the AFTRA members go along 
with its board's wishes, Bryant will have to recruit 
musicians and back-up performers from outside the 
New Orleans area." 

It is hoped Bryant won't be forced to recruit 
children.

ray rights ordinance in 
Dade County. "And I need 
the money. I can't afford 
to turn anything down," 
Bryant explained. 

In 1976 Anita Bryant 
had her biggest year since 
she rejected a Hollywood 
career for the Chnstian- 
Patriotism lecture/singing 
circuit. She made an esti¬ 
mated $500,000 in. 1976 
because it was a Bicen¬ 
tennial year. She and her 
manager-husband, Bob 
Green, live comfortably 
with their four children 
(who attend private 
schools) in a 27-room 
Florida mansion. Her hus¬ 
band is also Treasurer of 
Bryant's "Save Our Child¬ 
ren" organization. 

Shack said that he has 
repeatedly warned Bryant 
to not take a public posi¬ 
tion on any sexual matters 
because it would hurt her 
bookings. "If you offend 
enough people," he em¬ 
phasized, "pretty soon you 
won't have any audience 
left." Ironically, Shack's 
wife, Ruth, is the Dade 


County Commissioner who 
introduced the Gay rights 
ordinance. 

Although Bryant says 
that. her contracts are 
continuing with many

“PUT THEM WHERE WE 
CAN SEE THEM” 

Supervisor Dianne Fein- 
steins latest revision of 
her porno ordinance has 
established a "combat 
zone" where sexually- 
explicit bookstores, the¬ 
aters and encounter 
parlors would be permit¬ 
ted. (To no one's surprise, 
the area is not Pacific 
Heights.) 


The proposed "okay 
zone" is east of Iowa St. 
near the 280 freeway, 
bounded on the north by 
Bryant and on the soutn 
by India Basin on the Bay. 
At present the zone con¬ 
sists mostly of railroad 
yards, factories, ware- 
nouses and vacant lots. 
The principal artery is 
Third St. 

However, residents of 
Bayview and Hunters 
Point neighborhoods aren't 
welcoming the idea. 
Activist Espinola Jackson 
asked, "Why do you want 
to put it in our district?" 
Enola Maxwell added, "We 
already have enough com¬ 
bat zones where we are. 
We're out there fighting; 
and we don't want to start 
another war where we 
are." 

Police Chief Charles 
Gain supported the con¬ 
cept of ghettoizing porno. 
"It would reduce the ad¬ 
verse economic and social 
impact" of adult book¬ 
stores and theaters. He 
said a higher rate of sex 
crimes and thefts "attends 
areas of that nature."

Lesbian Priest 
Muzzled 

BERKELEY - Rev. Ellen 
Marie Barrett, the Angli¬ 
can Church's only up-front 
Gay priest, was denied a 
license to practice by 
Bishop C. Kilmer Myers in 
the Episcopal Diocese of 
California. 

Barrett had been a dea¬ 
con at St. Mark's parish in 
Berkeley and also a 
student at Graduate Theo¬ 
logical Union. In January 
oi this year she was or¬ 
dained by Bishop Paul 
Moore in New York. Her 
ordination plus her ac¬ 
knowledged Lesbianism 
caused a storm of contro¬ 
versy among the laity and 
clergy. 

On April 17, Barrett's 
deacon's license expired; 
she then applied in Bishop 
Myers diocese for a 

priest's license. 

Like a driver with an 
expired license* Rev. Bar¬ 
rett will remain a priest 
(that she cannot be 
stripped of) but without a 
permit to hunt souls. It 
has been suggested in 
some quarters that she 
take to poaching - an age- 
old privilege of the re¬ 
jected and downtrodden.

EAR MAMA, 


I’m sorry it’s taken me so long to write. Every 
time I try to write to you and Papa I realize I’m 
not saying the things that are in my heart. That 
would be OK, if I loved you any less than I do, but 
you are still my parents and I am still your child. 

I have friends who think I’m foolish to write 
this letter. I hope they’re wrong. I hope their 
doubts are based on

parents who loved and 
trusted them less than 
mine do. I hope espe¬ 
cially that you’ll see 
this as an act of love on 
my part, a sign of my 
continuing need to 
share my life with you. 

I wouldn’t have 
written, I guess, if you 
hadn’t told me about 
your involvement in 
the Save Our Children 
campaign. That, more 

than anything, made it clear that my responsibili¬ 
ty was to tell you the truth, that your own child is 
homosexual — and. that I never needed saving 
from anything except the cruel and ignorant 
piety of people like Anita Bryant. 

I’m sorry. Mama. Not for what I am, but for 
how you must feel at this moment. I know what 
that feeling is, for I felt it for most of my life. 
Revulsion, shame, disbelief — rejection through 
fear of something I knew, even as a child, was as 
basic to my nature as the color of my eyes. 

No, Mama, I wasn’t “recruited.” No seasoned 
homosexual ever served as my mentor. But, you 
know what? I wish someone had. I. wish someone 
older than me and wiser than the people .in 
Tallahassee had taken me aside and said, “You’re 
all right, kid. You can grow up to be a doctor or a 
teacher just like anyone else. You’re not crazy or 
sick or evil. You can succeed and be happy and 
find peace with friends — all kinds of friends — 
who don’t give a damn who you go to bed with. 
Most of all, though, you can love and be loved, 
without hating vo’urself for it.” 

But no one ever said that to me, Mama. I had 
to find it out on my own, with the help of this 
beautiful city that has become my home. I know 
this may be hard for you to believe, but San 
Francisco is full of men and women, both 


straight and gay, who ignore sexuality in 
considering the worth of another human. 

These aren’t radicals or weirdos, Mama. They 
are shop clerks and bankers and little old ladies 
and people who nod and smile to you when you 
meet them on the bus. Their attitude is neither 
patronizing nor pitying. Their message is evident. 
Yes, you are a person. Yes, I like you. Yes, it’s OK 
for you to like me. 

I know what you must be thinking now. 
You’re asking yourself: What did we do wrong? 
How did we let this happen? Which one of us 
made him that way? 

I can’t answer that, Mama. In the long run; I 
guess I really don’t care. All I know is this: If you 
and Papa are responsible for the way I am, thert I 
thank you with all my heart, for it’s the light and 
the joy of my life. 

I know I can’t tell you what it is to be gay. But 
I can tell you what it’s not. 

It’s not hiding behind words. Mama — like 
family and decency and Christianity. It’s not 
fearing your body, or the pleasures that God 
made for it. It’s not judging your neighbor, 
except when he’s crass or unkind. It’s not being 
legal, moral or acceptable — but liking yourself 
just the same. 

Being gay has taught me tolerance, compas¬ 
sion and humility. It has shown me the limitless 
possibilities of living. It has given me people 
whose passion and kindness and sensitivity have 
provided a constant source of strength. 

It has brought me into the family of man, 
Mama, and I like it here. I like it. 


SPHERE’S NOT MUCH else I can say, except that 
I’m the same Michael you’ve always known. 
You just know me better now. I have never 
consciously done anything to hurt you. I never 
will. 

Please don’t feel you have to answer this 
right away. It’s enough for me to know that I no 
longer have to lie to the people who taught me to 
value the truth.

SACRAMENTO - With the 
eastern suburbs of the 
state capital in panic oyer 
a rash of rape (23 vic¬ 
tims), the Sheriff's De¬ 
partment has begun to re¬ 
lease selected bits of 
information. According 
to a law enforcement 
spokesman - none, how¬ 
ever, that would help the 
suspect. 

The most startling 
»iece of information is 

at the rapist has a tiny 
pecker. 

Also, a psychological 
profile has been drawn: 
*A panic homosexual (one 
who fears being Gay and 
acts out strenuously as a 
heterosexual to compen¬ 
sate). A youngster raised 
by a domineering mother 
and a weak father." 

Said Bill Miller, assist¬ 
ant to Sacramento County 
Sheriff Duane Lowe, 
"Some neighbor or rela¬ 
tive may recognize a 
family with a son, mother 
and father who fit such a 
psychological pattern." 

At week's end, most 
Sacramento families were 
under a cloud of suspicion. 
Added to local women's 
fear of being raped was 
the fear of being related 
to the rapist. It not the 
very cause itself. 

Under further question¬ 
ing Miller admitted that 
releasing such information 
"particularly the fact 
about the rapist's organ 
size" was a rislk. "It could 
trigger a frenzy of violent 
attacks or could embar¬ 
rass him into seclusion." 

All this tends to corrob¬ 
orate a prevalent San 
Francisco-based psycho¬ 
logical theory that size is 
everything.

More confusing is Prop. 
B (the Barbagelata 
scheme), a proposal to 
halve the four-year terms 
of current city officials 
and radically alter the 
political realities of our 
city. It is, in effect, a 
vote of no-confidence on 
the present administra¬ 
tion. Mayor Moscone 
takes the challenge so 
seriously that he has 
begun raising funds for an 
organized assault on both 
propositions, especially

However, he be¬ 
lieves that voters have 
demonstrated that they no 
longer wanted supervisors 
living outside the districts 
they represented and thus 
the district residency is 
required under his propo¬ 
sition. Also required 
under "B" is a city-wide 
majority for Supervisor, 
Sheriff and District At¬ 
torney. The Mayor must 
already win more than 
half the votes to be 
elected. 

I will vote against both 
Propositions A and B. The 
voters chose District 
Elections last November, 
and they have the right to 
them. The Mayor, Sheriff 
and D.A. were elected to 
four-year terms, and they 
have the right to serve 
four years.

Conduct Law 
No Longer 
Sexist 

CONCORD - An anti-Gay 
bill introduced into the 
New Hampshire Senate 
has been amended and 
passed. The revised ver¬ 
sion renders the original 
all but meaningless. 

The initial version pro¬ 
hibited homosexual con¬ 
duct in public. The term 
"public place" was re¬ 
defined in an attempt to 
close Gay bars. Legis¬ 
lators soon realized the 
bill would not work and 
would be unenforceable. 
"Too vague" was the 
typical complaint. 

The amended version 
makes both homosexual 
and heterosexual "lewd 
and licentious" conduct in 
public places a misde¬ 
meanor. The traditional 
definition of "public 
place" was returned which 
will keep Gay bars (and 
straight bars) from being 
closed. 

The bill's original spon¬ 
sor, Sen. Robert Monier, 
was duly disappointed and 
angered. He said that the 
amended version would 
not deal successfully 
"with a specific conduct 
that I find abhorrent." 
Commented one political 
observer, "How rosy life 
would be for Senator 
Monier if he could legis¬ 
late out of existence any¬ 
thing that bothered him.

SF Schoolboard Votes Gay 
Lifestyle Studies 

PANEL SET UP TO REVISE SEX EDUCATION 


The local Board of Edu¬ 
cation yesterday approved 
a resolution to add 
courses in Gay lifestyles 
to the San Francisco 
school district's sex edu¬ 
cation curriculum. 

Specifically, the Gay 
lifestyle resolution pro¬ 
vides that an advisory 
committee be set up to 
review and recommend 
revisions to the school 
district's Preliminary 
Guide to Health and 
Family Life Education. 

The move was proposed 
by board member Peter 
Mezey on recommenda¬ 
tion by the Human Rights 
Commission and fhe Gay 
Advisory and Youth ana 
Education Committees. 
The resolution was passed 
unanimously by the 7- 
member board. 

The focus of the meas¬ 
ure, said Mezey, was on 
"eliminating stereotypes 


in 


ana name-calling 
school." 

The resolution directs 
that: 

1. The district's pre¬ 
liminary guide adopted in 
1968 be revised to reflect 
Gay lifestyles accurately. 

2. Family life curricu¬ 
lum and materials be 
developed to reflect Gay 
lifestyles and respect for 
human diversities and 
complexities. 

3. Educational work¬ 
shops for administrators, 
parents, pupil service 
employees, and teachers 
be set up dealing with 
human sexuality and 
adolescent physiological 
and emotioned develo 
ment. 

The Board referred the 
resolution to its curricu¬ 
lum committee "in con¬ 
junction with the superin¬ 
tendent" for action.

Surgeons 

Create 

Hydraulic 

Penis 

NEW YORK - Surgeons at 
the University of Missouri 
report that they have per¬ 
formed the first female- 
to-male transsexual oper¬ 
ation in which the patient 
was given a penis capable 
of erection. Until now, 
doctors performing such 
an operation had either 
not attempted to con¬ 
struct a penis, limiting 
the surgical procedures to 
masectomies and removal 
of the hormone producing 
ovaries, or had given the 
patient a penis Kept in a 
permahent state of semi¬ 
erection by an implanted 
rod. 

In this case, reported in 
Kansas City, the doctors 
stated that the penis con¬ 
tained a tiny hydraulic 
system that permitted a 
fluid to be pumped from a 
reservoir in the abdomen 
into the penis to cause 
erection.

The patient, whose 
identity was not disclosed, 
was said to be about 30 
years old and to have been 
living for four years as a 
male, having previously 
had surgery to remove the 
breasts and ovaries. The 
patient. described as 
bearded. and broad shoul¬ 
dered, was quoted as say¬ 
ing that he had thought of 
himself as a male since 
birth.

Diz White, Jonathan Gardner Et Ron House celebrate their 2nd 
Anniversary. 

On the night commencing the third year of 
"Bullshot Crummond" at the Hippodrome Theater, I 
asked Diz White, the prettier member of Low Moan 
Spectacular, why she thought "BC" had lasted so 
long in a city notorious for short runs. Answered the 
peppy blonde toothsome charmer, "Several reasons - 
It's a good property, a certain amount of expertise in 
presenting it and people like to laugh . . . It's 
changed some since we first opened. We're always 
re-writing slightly and we've tended to become more 
American, broader and more cartoon-like, because 
we didn't get the same response when we played it 
British. We're going into our third year in San 
Francisco, and we lasted three weeks in New York 
with this play. Only because Clive Barnes (the now- 
defunct critic for the New York Times) hated it. I'm 
so glad he's been promoted sideways!" 

Ah, a little sting from Miz Diz! Are she and her 
partners (Ron House, Alan Shearman and Jonathan 
Gardner) a bit bitter about New York? "No, because 
'El Grande de Coca Cola' ram very well there, and 
didn't run that well here. It should still be running 
but we weren't the producers. We're very bitter 
about that . . . San Francisco is not a theater city. 
It's not like New York where if you have a hit you 
can't get a seat for a month. We chose here instead 
of L.A. to do "Bullshot" because I knew the theater 
scene here. The people here were very nice to us 
when we did 'Coca Cola'. The audiences seem to 
like our material. Entertainment sells! I don't 
believe there's much of an audience for heavy drama 
here." And Diz and Jonathan Gardner botn quote 
"Red Ryder" as their example, a fine play that 
couldn't hold out long enougn to build or find its 
audience. 

There was another show entitled "Boy Meets 
Boy" that enchanted all four of the partners enough 
to take a flyer and try to obtain the rights to move 
the show into an Equity production at the Mont¬ 
gomery. Due to an injunction obtained by the 
original producer, the show folded after one per¬ 
formance. Gardner figures in two more months, 
with the profits from "BC," they should finally pay 
off the last of their $23,000 deficit for their one- 
night good intention. Diz puts it more simply, "We 
took a bath!" And then, hopefully, Gardner would 
like to produce Bill Solly's (author of "BMB") new 
musical, "The Great American Backstage Musical" in 
San Francisco. 

"Bullshot," as "El Grande," was written, pro¬ 
duced, directed and acted in originally by the 
partners. Diz smiles wryly, "We nad to put an 
Equity bond up against ourselves. I'm bonded so that 
if I forget to pay me, my salary is good." For the 
summer at least, Ron, Diz and Alan are back in the 
show recreating their original roles, Diz playing 
Rosemary Fenton, the ingenue in desperate straits 
who employs ace detective Bullshot Crummond to 
find her scientist father (brilliantly enacted by Mark 
Blankfield as one of seven roles he plays, all 
superlative). And there's negotiation underway for 
the movie of "El Grande" with the original perform¬ 
ers acting as well as writing the screenplay. Plus a 
possible sequel to "BC." And Diz applauds heartily 
at the thought of "Bullshot" running another two 
jrears in San Francisco, while Jonathan nods fervent-

Tribune) acting as ushers, they all cared. Ditto the 
four emcees - Miss Michael Learned of The 
Waltons," who came in specially for the night and 
read a telegram to Weslia from Beverly Sills wishing 
her a speedy recovery (Weslia used to sing in the 
S.F. Opera Chorus), KGO's Jim Eason, Lori Shannon 
of Finocchio's and Strange de Jim, they cared. 
Certainly Barry Koron and Skip Covington, organiz¬ 
ers of the evening, cared a great deal, and all the 
behind-scenes staff that promoted, gave a theater, 
ran backstage, etc.

finally succumb to the 
music though; it wasn't 
easy. I used to practice in 
the damnedest ways. I'd 
put on the first act of 
LOHENGRIN which has 
one of those fantastic in¬ 
terminable climaxes, then 
nap during which I was 
able to assimilate the 
music a lot more easily. I 
usually awoke in a state 
of revelation that could 
have shown Joan of Arc a 
few things about hearing 
voices. Finally I shed any 
trepidations, decided not 
to take Wagner TOO seri¬ 
ously, and just wallowed 
in the stuff. 

Once I was asked by a 
friend to explain the dif¬ 
ference between the 
music of Wagner and 
Richard Strauss. The 
friend was rather naive, 
just dangling one toe into 
the operatic repertoire, 
with tne rest of his foqt 
squarely implanted in acid 
rock. After several false 
starts, I finally told him 


that Strauss was like 
climaxing nonstop for four 
and a half hours whereas 
Wagner is like getting a 
good night's workout in 
professional foreplay. 
You keep getting raised to 
new peaks, then just when 
you think you're going to 
explode, the music drops 
you back to the beginning 
and starts all over again. 
Both composers leave you 
exhausted^ and feeling in¬ 
credibly good. 

Those who attended DIE 
WALKURE at the San 
Francisco Opera last Fall 
know what I mean. DIE 
WALKURE contains the 
largest assortment of 
Wagner's "greatest hits," 
including the Magic Fire 
music, the Ride of the 
Valkyries, and the famous 
Wintersturme love duet. 
The music is filled with 
such tenderness, warmth, 
and passion that it over¬ 
whelms you and can make 
you rot your garters in 
sheer ecstasy. 

Last year we were for¬ 
tunate to witness Jon 
Vickers and Leonie 
Rysanek in the roles of 
Siegmund and Sieglinde. 
It dawned on me during 
one performance that be¬ 
tween these two singers 
lies almost 50 years of 
experience of performing 
in WALKURE. The re¬ 
sults were obvious. There 
was an electric rapport 
between the singers that 
sent chills up your spine. 
They were obviously 
having a good time, shap¬ 
ing pnrases with relish, 
strutting their stuff be¬ 
fore the audience as if to 
say, "Listen kids, this is 
the way it's done and 
DON'T you forget it!" 
Miss Rysanek went into 
one of her more hypnotic 
trances upon her en¬ 
trance. I have often won¬ 
dered if the lady swallows 
a gyroscope before each 
performance. Vickers 
moved with the grace of a 
ballet dancer. He is one 
of the few singing actors 
able to capture the poetry 
of the music and transmit 
it to every soul in the vast 
reaches of the Opera 
House. The love the two 
musicians share for 
Wagner's music was ap¬ 
parent. The evening could 
easily have been retitled 
"Sieglinde Get Your 
Sword," with the show- 
stopper being "You want 
to hear phrasing, catch 
this one!" as a variation 
on the old theme of "Any¬ 
thing you can do, I can ao 
better." 

Wagner's music for the 
first act love duet is in¬ 
credibly lush. Not only 
does it make incest palat¬ 
able, it just about estab¬ 
lishes it as a staple on the 
musical menu. In a way 
it's too bad the orchestra 
section had just been re¬ 
furbished last year. By 
the time the curtain came 
down on Act I there 
wasn't a dry seat in the 


wwirMWf^^ 
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house. 

Now the story is a bit 
much. Sieglinde has been 
waiting around in this 
house that has an ash tree 
in the living room. She's 
stuck with a boring hus¬ 
band; the tree is stuck 
with a sword. Siegmund, 
a young hero, enters in a 
storm; the two fall in 
love, and she realizes that 
he has been sent to yank 
the sword from the tree, 
save her from Hunding, 
and get her out of this 
mess. It matters not that 
the sword was planted in 
the tree by their meddling 
father, nor that they are 
brother and sister. Sure 
enough, Siegmund pulls it 
out, Sieglinde lets out a 
whoop of joy, and they run 
off together to incest and 
bliss. Currently running 
in New York is Charles 
Ludlam's nearly sacri¬ 
legious interpretation, 

"Der Ring Gott Far- 
blonget" which carries the 
action one step further, to 
have Siegmund and Sieg¬ 
linde fornicating to Brun- 
nehilde's war whoops! 

The San Francisco 
Symphony recently per¬ 
formed Act 1 of 
WALKURE in a concert 
version. When fully 

staged, the effect is high¬ 
ly erotic. You may well 
wonder what it is like 
without lighting, sword, 
tree, potions, storm and 
all the other fixings. 
Well, as Stephen was 
heard to moan, it was "w- 
u-n-n-d-e-r-f-u-1." Any of 
you who shy away from 

f oing to a concert per- 
ormance of an operatic 
work would do well to 
remember the wise words 
of Peter Pan who advised, 
"First you spray some 
magic dust, then close 
your eyes, think lovely 
thoughts, and UP YOU

With Ozawa conducting, 
the orchestra gave 
Wagner's score glorious 
attention. The soloists on 
this occasion were very 
special. Paul Plishka sang 
the brief role of Hunding 
in a voice with beauty 
that could have melted 
the plaster off the ceiling. 
Even in small roles, this 
handsome basso performs 
with great taste and 
musicianship. Making his 
American debut in the 
role of Siegmund was 
Peter Hofmann, a man 
with a promising future. 
The voice is secure, the 
technique solid, and Mr. 
Hofmann offers an im¬ 
posing presence. Helden- 
tenors being a limited 
crop, this man shows 
great potential of be¬ 
coming one of the oper¬ 
atic heroes of the future. 
There are strong indica¬ 
tions that we will be get¬ 
ting a complete Ring 
Cycle in the Fall of 1980 
in San Francisco, and we 


can only hope that Mr. 
Hofmann joins us with 
sword and loincloth. 

Jessye Norman's is the 
kind of talent that liter¬ 
ally grabs you in the 
kishkes. Her voice is one 
of great power, tremen¬ 
dous warmth and incred¬ 
ible beauty. Her phrasing 
and musicianship are 
superb. Ms. Norman's 
voice envelops you in 
richness and just about 
drowns you in its fullness. 
The lady has a lower reg¬ 
ister that is not to be 
believed, and in this con¬ 
cert she used it to stun¬ 
ning effect. 

Nevertheless, the hero 
of the evening was still 
Richard Wagner, whose 
music conquers all. Dur¬ 
ing the hearty ovations 
that filled tne Opera 
House I thought, well, 
they don't have any en¬ 
cores planned, but 
wouldn't it be nice if they 
just sang the whole 
damned thing over again! 

The only Wagner m the 
S.F. Opera's Fall season 
will be DAS RHEINGOLD. 
If you need a fix between 
now and October, better 
aim for the Ring Cycles in 
Seattle in late July.

San Jose Police Hear 
Entrapment Charge 

GAY ACTIVISTS ARRIVE WITH THE FACTS

Police Chief Joseph MacNamara met with 
members of the San Jose Gay community and other 
concerned spokesmen to review the increasing num¬ 
ber of entrapment/harassment allegations against 
the Vice Unit. 

The meeting, requested and sponsored by the 
Gay Liaison Task Force, took place in MacNamara's 
office on Wednesday, May 18, by arrangement of 
Councilman Jim Self who nas expressed an interest 
in this issue. 

Present to represent the Gay community were 
James P. McEntee, Director of the Human Relations 
Commission; Grace Ybarra, Defense Attorney for 
many of the recent 647(a) victims; Jim Self, 
Councilman; Lucky Guerrero, Director of the Gay 
Task Force; Rev. Stan Roberts of the M.C.C. ana 
Dan Relic of Lambda Ass'n. Lt. Ronald Utz of the 
S.J.P.D. Vice Unit was also present. 

Harassment was the topic discussed - with many 
questions about Vice Unit tactics in 647(a) arrests. 

In response to repeated charges of officer 
misconduct, MacNamara said, "I do not tolerate 
officers conducting themselves improperly or using 
abusive language. He also indicated that conduct 
of this sort would be cause for dismissal. 

Lucky Guerrero presented evidence that com- 

f ilaints had been filed as a result of the GSU/Came- 
ot incident where an officer used derogatory lan¬ 
guage. The chief was handed a copy of the 
complaint filed with the City Ombudsman in March 


subcultural virus! You should be glad I'm in uniform; 
I'd show you how a man in uniform would love you 
and it wouldn't be pleasant. I'm not like you. l'm 
not a fuckin' homo.' 

The charges against the officer in this case 
were sustainea according to a letter signed by Lt. 
Ronald Utz, and the officer was to be "counselled" 
regarding his behavior. The letter also contains the 
typed signature of Chief MacNamara, but the Chief 
denied any knowledge of the case, saying that it 
hadn't been brought to his attention. There are 
numerous questions about the so-called "counselling" 
in this case that have yet to be answered. 

* * * * * 

On the entrapment/harassment issue, the police 
still maintain that there is no entrapment. They 
have agreed to a second meeting, however, to listen 
to the various entrappient/arrest tapes in possession 
of the Gay Task Force. 

A lighter moment occurred when Lt. Utz 
insisted that the Vice Unit was arresting Gays in the 
St. James area because there had been complaints 
from senior citizens about "homosexual activity." In 
response to this, one of the attendees observed, "I 
find it hard to believe that Gay people would be 
soliciting senior citizens." It was determined that 
these alleged "complaints" had been made during the 
daytime when Gay cruising is minimal. 

The police brass had no answer for the statistics 
indicating a drastic increase in 647(a) arrests. They 
conceded that similar arrests are not being made in 
public places where heterosexuals would be likely to 
solicit for sexual purposes other than prostitution. 
Nor would they make any commitments regarding 
the current Vice Unit harassment other than to say 
they will consider individual charges in specific 
cases. 

Lucky Guerrero called for the dismissal or 
transfer of Sgt. Louis Hernandez from the Vice Unit, 
stating that Hernandez is an instigator of the 
current harassment of Gays. The police avoided a 
discussion of the request. Recently, one of the 
647(a) arrestees has filed an extensive complaint 

naming several officers including Sgt. Hernandez 
charging unofficerlike conduct. The City Ombuds- 
mans Office is handling the investigation at present. 

To the Gay activists the meeting was useful; it 
demonstrated to the police the growing alarm in 
both the Gay and straight communities and that 
police excesses will be documented. The second 
meeting (with tapes and documentation) will deter¬ 
mine Chief MacNamara's accountability for the 
action of his officers. 

In a related development, the D.A.'s office 
popped charges in another 64v(a) case because of 
insufficient evidence" when, in reality, they had no 
case and the person never should have been arrested 
in the first place. This individual went through 
torment and had legal expenses totalling $800. The 
arresting officers' excesses are on file, and the tapes 
from this case will also be reviewed with Chief 
MacNamara at the next meeting. 
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NGTF Sues 
Federal Bureau 
Of Prisons 


The National Gay Task 
Force, joined by a federal 
prisoner and three publi¬ 
cations which have been 
banned from U.S. prisons, 
filed suit recently in the 
U.S. District Court for 
the District of Columbia 
against Norman A. Carl¬ 
son in his official capacity 
as Director of the Federal 
Bureau of Prisons. 

The basis of the suit is 
a regulation issued by 
Carlson in December of 
1976 barring all federal 
prisoners from access to 
publications which "advo¬ 
cate or support homosexu¬ 
ality," including NGTF's 
monthly newsletter, IT'S 
TIME. Carlson's rationale 
for the regulation has 
been that it is necessary 
for the "security, disci- 

S line and good order" of 
tie prison system since 
"publications which call 
attention or identify in¬ 
mates who accept homo¬ 
sexuality can be detri¬ 
mental to their safety as 
well as the safety of 
others." 

In the suit, filed on be¬ 
half of NGTF and the 
other plaintiffs by the 
Lambda Legal Defense 
and Education Fund, Inc., 
it is charged that denial 
of access to materials 
relating to homosexuality 
constitutes an unwar¬ 
ranted abridgement of 
both prisoners? and pub¬ 
lishers’ First Amendment 
rights to freedom of 
speech and association; 
violates a Bureau of 
Prisons regulation which 
states that a decision to 
bar a publication "should 
not be based solely on its 
religious, philosophical, 
political, social, or sexual 
views"; violates the Fed¬ 
eral Administrative Pro¬ 
cedure Act, since no 
opportunity for public 
comment was provided 
prior to issuance; and is 
an arbitrary and capri¬ 
cious ruling violative of 
the Fifth Amendment 
right to due process. 

Plaintiffs, in addition to 
NGTF, are Calvin Reach, 
a prisoner in the Federal 
Correctional Facility at 
El Reno, Oklahoma; and 
the publishers of OFF 
OUR BACKS, a feminist 
monthly published in 
Washington, D.C.; GAY 
COMMUNITY NEWS of 
Boston; and JOIN HANDS, 
a gay-prisoners publica¬ 
tion in San Francisco. 
Attorneys for Lambda are 
E. Carrington Boggan, 
Margo Karle, and Barbara 
Levy of New York and 
Nan D. Hunter of Wash¬ 
ington, D.C.

The Word “Gay” - 
What Does It Mean? 

SELF-INTERVIEWS - 2 


BY JACK WARNER 

Q. You have said that the words "gay" and 
"homosexual" are not always synonymous and inter¬ 
changeable in usage. You have also given us a 
meaning for "homosexual." Is it possible to pin down 
a meaning for "gay," as well? 

A. Every gay person probably knows what he 
means when he uses the word "gay ; " but I am not 
convinced that writers for the straight press know 
what the word means, even though they use it a lot. 
Something happened to the word when the straight 
press took it over. It got turned into a noun, for one 
thing, and that can give us a clue to how the word is 
viewed. In the straight press, "gay" has become a 
synonym and a substitute for "homosexual," and it 
retains all of the coldness and inhumanity of that 
term. These people use the word because it is short 
and to the point, without any grasp of what the word 
once meant and what it still means to many gay 
people. We are dealing here with a form of theft in 
which the thieves don't realize what they have 
stolen, and because they don't understand the term 
they make their own decisions about what it means. 

Q. Is it fair to say that straight people stole 
the word? 

A. Yes, I think it is. And I think that straight 
people know they have stolen it, that they admit as 
much when they accuse gay people of having stolen 
the word from them. There is no justification for 
their charge, as the article "'Why Call Them Gay?" 
points out, but there is something in the psychologi¬ 
cal make-up of some human beings that makes them 
want to accuse other people of something for which 
they themselves feel guilty. Such people attempt to 
reverse the order of events and hope thus to transfer 
the guilt. But let me explain what I mean when I say 
"stole." Surely the gay liberation movement offered 
the word to the public, so it is not a question of dark 
deeds done in the night. In fact, the dark deeds 
were done in broad daylight. I mean that the 
straight press took the form of the word but not its 
substance. These people wanted to supply the word 
with a substance which they had already invented 
and controlled. That substance is, in effect, anti¬ 
gay prejudice. If you object to the word "stole," try 
appropriated." It amounts to the same thing. 

Q. Are you objecting to the fact that "gay" is 
now commonly used in the straight press? 

A. Definitely not. I'm saying that the word 
has been diminished in the process of taking it over. 
If we look, we can see that other gay terms have 
met the same fate. "To come out of the closet" 
once meant a very particular thing to gay people: it 
meant to announce one's sexual preferences without 
feeling shame. In recent years, I have heard the 
expression applied to everything from obscure reli¬ 
gions to Republicans. Ana heaven knows what the 
word "camp" has now come to mean. I have in my 
collection of newspaper clippings a statement that 
"Camp is to gay men what soul is to blacks." We can 
only wonder what kind of people can so easily 
mistake ignorance for insight. 

Q. Let's get back to the word "gay." You say 
it has been diminished. How? 

A. It is diminished because its meaning has 
been limited. The word "gay" means much more 
than "homosexual." I think that one of the reasons 
the word "gay" was used by gay people when the 
word "homosexual" was also in the language is that 
"gay" conveyed something that "homosexual" didn't. 
"Gay" was tar more than a code word. When two 
gay men went out somewhere together, they might 
say to a friend, "We're going to have a gay time," 
but they didn't necessarily mean they were going to 
have sex, although that might follow from the 
events of the evening. They meant that they were 
going to do certain kinds of things in a certain kind 
of way. They meant that they were going out with a 
certain kind of attitude. This meaning of the term 
is beyond the usual definitions, and it is probably 
beyond the real comprehension of most people who 
aren't gay. There is something in the term and what 
it signifies that is hard to describe. We might come 
close if we say it is an attitude of "come what may." 
There is an air of casualness about it. There is an 
air of improvisation. There is something that I 
would like to call "electric joy." 

Q. Are you talking about camp? 

A. No, although i think camp might appear as 
one expression of what I am talking about. 

Q. Well then, when you say "joy," aren't we 
getting back to that other meaning of gay - happy 
and merry and bright? 

A. Maybe we sure. This facet of gayness is 
missed by many straight people because they are too 
busy persuading themselves that gay people are 
unhappy people. I wouldn't like to include all 
straight people in this category, however. I have 
known a number of straight people who have grasped 
something of this facet of gayness. There always 
have been, and there are now, some straight people 


who very much enjoy going to gay bars because, in 
their words, "People there are having more fun. 
These straight people may not be able to put their 
fingers on precisely what it is they are admiring, but 
they can feel it. 

Q. So the word "gay" in its homosexual context 
can mean happy, after all? 

A. Yes, I think it can - at least in this one 
facet of its meaning. In our next interview, I would 
like to give some examples and see if they will help 
to make the meaning clearer.

* The first follow-up 
meetings between the 
National Gay Task Force 
and agencies of the Fed¬ 
eral government was held 
at the Justice Department 
in Washington on April 28. 
The meeting, which cov¬ 
ered the areas of Immi- 

? ration and Naturaliza- 
ion, Federal Prisons, and 
civil rights legislation, 
was arranged by Margaret 
Costanza of the White 
House staff subsequent to 
the meeting with NGTF 
she chaired on March 26. 

Chairing the Justice 
Dept, session was Patricia 
Wald, Assistant Attorney 
General for Legislative 
Affairs. Also present 
were David Crossland. 
newly-aDpointed General 
Counsel to the Immigra¬ 
tion and Naturalization 
Service; and Marilyn Haft, 
Ms. Costanza's assistant. 

In addition to Jean 
O'Leary and Bruce Voel- 
* ler, NGTF Co-Executive 
Directors, those present¬ 
ing the case on behalf of 
the Lesbian and Gay male 


communities were NGTF 
board member Charlotte 
Bunch and ACLU General 
Counsel David Carliner 
(Immigration); Fortune 
Society Executive Direc¬ 
tor David Rothenburg 
(Prisons); and Gary Ald¬ 
ridge, legislative aide to 
Sen. Alan Cranston, and 
Ronni B. Smith, board 
member of the Gay Rights 
National Lobby (Legisla¬ 
tion). 

Two major points were 
made by Buncn and Car- 
liner in discussing the 
Immigration issue: the 

INS has the power to stop 
discriminating against 
Gay immigrants and aliens 
right now; and legislation 
is needed to eliminate all 
sorts of archaically mor¬ 
alistic bars to immigra¬ 
tion. 

In addition to request¬ 
ing immediate changes in 
Prisons regulations bar¬ 
ring Gay publications and 
ministers, Rothenburg 
made the point that a 
general review is neces¬ 
sary of the whole struc¬ 


ture of prison violence, in 
which Gay people are 
commonly victims. 

Smith explained the 
workings of HR 2998, 
which would amend the 
1964 civil rights law to 
include discrimination on 
the basis of sexual prefer¬ 
ence, and be enforced via 
the Equal Employment 
Opportunity Commission; 
and Aldridge outlined the 
Senate bill which Cran¬ 
ston will introduce short¬ 
ly, focusing on employ¬ 
ment and enforceable via 
the courts and the Justice 
Dept, itself. 

After the meeting, 
O'Leary and Voeller sum¬ 
marized: "Our impression 
was that the Justice Dept, 
were most receptive to 
our arguments. As ex¬ 
pected, this was largely 
an educative session to 
acquaint the people at the 
top with our grievances 
and legal position, so that 
the groundwork will be 
laid for the meetings we'll 
be having soon with the 
people who work directly 
in specific areas.
